1 . (Currently Amended) A semiconductor processing apparatus comprising; 
a chamber; 

a wafer support member within the chamber; 

a gas inlet pipe for flowing processing gas down into a top part of the 
chamber at an exit-end of the pipe; and 

aft a fixed disc-shaped impeller comprising a plurality of fan-like blades 
which partly overlap each other, said impeller mounted within the pipe above the 
exit-end thereof, the impeller directing the gas flowing down within the pipe into a 
plurality of lateral secondary gas streams rotating beneath the impeller to cause 
a swirling whirlpool-like motion of the gas.
